Wore People’ 
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Grave Omissions 


The statement of Colonel J. L. Ralston, 
retired minister of national defence, will 
cause further shock and alarm to the people 
of Canada. " 


Canadians are not so much concerned 


about who holds what portfolio in Ottawa 
as they are about the one vital need for 
adequately backing up our fighting men on 
the continent of Europe. This latter ques- 
tion concerns practically every family in 
the Dominion and every family is gravely 
disturbed over the matter of reinforcements 
as it appears today. ’ 

Colonel Ralston makes it clear that there 
were several omissions in Prime Minister 
King’s explanation of his resignation and 

jyeneral McNaughton’s appointment. 

The facts appear to be these: 

Colonel Ralston made an extended trip 
overseas and came back with the conviction 
that before the end of December Canadian 
infantry units fighting in Italy and Belgium 
might face a serious shortage of reinforce- 
ments. Knowing that trained men capable 
of being transferred from other services 
are exceedingly limited in number and that 
men taken on as raw recruits could not be 
fit for the firing line before next June, he 
recommended that the home defence army 
be sent overseas at once as reinforcements, 
realizing that this was the only immediately 
available reservoir of trained manpower, 

Colonel Ralston was and is Canada’s rec- 
ognized authority on army organization. No 
one has questioned his experience or ability 
or judgment in this particular. His view 
should have been accepted unless it was 
shown to have been based on error—which 
as every thinking and observing Canadian 
knows is not the case, 

But Colonel Ralston’s view was not ac- 
cepted although there is no record of his 
facts being challenged, Instead, he was 
asked to resign and was immediately re- 
placed by a man who was retired from the 
leadership of the army some months ago 
because of ill-health and incompatibility. 

Canadians, therefore, are asking this: 

Why was the advice of a competent, ex- 
perienced minister of high ability and in- 
tegrity rejected in faver of the advice of a 
man whose disabilities were such, only a 
few months ago, that he was not consid- 
ered fit to head Canada's armed forces? 

Why has the cabinet lost sight of the 
fact that the 1942 plebiscite was an over- 
whelming and imperative mandate for con- 
écription for overseas service? 

Why has the government overlooked the 
plain and obvious truth that in a democracy 
there must be equal responsibility for all 
as well as equal privileges for all and that 
no small group of wilfull men can decline 
to make the sacrifices their brothers make 
voluntarily ? 

These are the real issues made even 
more clear by the statement of Colonel! Ral- 
ston. They are issues with which the Prime 
Minister has not yet seen fit to deal. 
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Action Now 


Enough Edmonton homes are threatened 
with a coal shortage to have caused Mayor 
Fry to order an investigation into the situa- 
tion. The shortage is directly due to the 
truckers having stopped deliveries. The 
mines are apparently producing enough 
coal, but it is not getting into the house- 
holders’ bins. 

The truckmen explain that they stopped 
deliveries because they were not getting 
enough money to pay expenses. They ask 
for an increaSe which it is said would 
amount to 10 cents per ton. 

The operators, who resumed production 
a few weeks ago under a subsidy arrange- 
ment, say they cannot absorb this extra 
cost of delivery, and that the 10 cents per 
ton would have to be added to the price 
paid by the consumer, 

This being the situation, the fuel con- 
trol officials should lose no time in sanc- 
tioning a price to cover the extra delivery 
charge. Coal at ten cents per ton more is 
incomparably preferable to no coal at all. 
Should a cold snap coincide with empty 
bins suffering would be inevitable, and 
deaths very possible. This matter is too 
serious for delay.

Figures released at Ottawa show that 
more people bought Seventh Victory Loan 
bonds than bought bonds of any previous 
issue. Up to Monday morning the number 
reported to headquarters was 2,793,895 
That is 222,657 more than bought Sixth 
Loan bonds last spring.

Reconstruction Plans at Home and Abroad 


Nothing Can Be Achieved) 
Without World Security | 
Is Feeling | 

By GRANT DEXTER } 

The first fact to be noted with| 

respect to post-war reconstruction | 

is that there is no single solution. | 

lt is both an international and nat- 
ional problem. 

Point one is that success cannot} 


| be achieved unless there is world| 


security—peace. 

Point two is trade. A high stan- | 
dard of living is only possible where 
people specialize. No person who 
tried to do everything for himself, 
who did not specialize, could be | 
prosperous. As with individuals, so 
with nations. The result of special-| 
ization is trade. | 

Real prosperity, therefore, de-| 
mands an_ international setting. | 
And this is particularly true of 
Canada which depends to an un- 
usually large extent on exports 
which, in the long run, can only 


| be paid for by imports. 


J. R. Beattie, of the Bank of 
Canada, in an article in the cur 
rent issue of the Canadian Journal 
of Economics, points out that: 

“In the past, nearly one-third 
of Canada’s total output has 
been sold to other countries. The 
export market has been an un- 
stable one, and fluctuations in 
it have been a major factor in 
all our booms and depressions. 
However, the specialization made 
possible by foreign trade has sub- 
stantially increased the product- 


ivity of our labor and has result- 

edin a higher average standard of 

living than we could otherwise 
have had.”

In normal times most young Canadians got at least one 
pair of rubber soled, canvas-top shoes a year. But natural 
rubber supplies fell into enemy hands, and the manu- 
facture of rubber footwear was drastically curtailed. 
We're now using reclaimed and synthetic rubber in these 
shoes—there have been more of them this year and there 
will be more next year. Leather-soled shoes have had to be 
used in place of this rubber-soled footwear but shoes made 
of leather need more care than running shoes. When they 
don’t get it they wear out more quickly; when they get 
wet they must be dried slowly, away from direct heat —and 
they should be greased also, It’s not always a case of poor 
quality; it's poor care,

You've got to have good strong 
leather for children’s shoes but the 
soldiers are taking most of ours for 
their boots. For these leathers, a 
substantial portion of the hides came 
from South America and other coun- 
tries. War cut down these imports 
and there have been difficulties in 
getting enough of these and our own 
hides tanned into leather due to 
shortage of workers. The production 
of high grade leather shoes has,

able, leaving the other grades of 
leather for civilian use. Airmen need 
leather for jackets and mitts. War 
factories need leather for belting and 
farmers need leather for harness. 
Leather —-the best leathers — has 
gone to war. 


TURNING HIDES INTO 


There are very large war uses of 
leather—for instance, in footwear. A 
soldier requires four pairs of shoes in 
the first year of his service and about 
three pairs per year thereafter. But 
what is more important, he needs to 
have his shoes re-soled four or five 
times a year.

I 
she happens to be nursing the bab 
this may complicate her going un 
less she has accustomed th® baby 
to a bottle feeding and knows that 


he will accept it 

It is desirable after the baby is 
a month or six weeks old to try 
an occasional relief bottle so that 
when it is necessary for the 
mother to be away over a regular 
nursing period the baby will not 
be upset by the new food offered 


him. 

The time when a relief bottle 
may be most valuable is at the 2 
p.m. nursing period. Relieved of 
the necessity to nurse the baby 
then, the mother can be gone for 
several hours without harming the 
infant or denying him proper nour- 
ishment, 

Relief bofiles work no hardship 
on the baby if they are used occas 
jonally,. They would be deteri 
mental to a good supply of breast 
milk if used daily. To skip the 2 
p.m, feeding daily is to apprise 
nature that no food is needed at 
that time and shortly there would 


be none. The breasts function best 
when given regular stimulation at 
not too lengthy intervals, so don’t 


jump to the conclusion that because 


one relief bottle is a way of getting 


wholesome recreation, that one a 
day is even more desirable 

It is well for the mother to have 
an opportuni to escape from her 
constant supervision of the baby 
and, it is equally good for baby to 
discover that someone else can care 
for him ably and that. satisfving 
nutrition can come from an imper 
sonal bottle 

Relief bottles should not be bard 
to compute if one has me rough 
idea of what the child of this age 
and weight needs in a whole day 
Use a char f formulas and if there 
are four nursin ordinari then 
divide the amour the whole 
formula In fourths to wet the con 
tents of one bottle 

Perhaps it is better to use evap- 


orated milk 
formulas 


just at first, for these 
are easier to prepare 
and easier for the baby to digest 
It also is wise to offer a bottle on 
a day when the mother is to be 
home so that its effect may be 
noted. The baby might refuse to 
accept it. One has to know that

Never in any circumstances insert 
anything smaller than elbow 
in your ear. If syringing in this
